Edward married Flora McKay and their son, John Alexander married 
Margaret McKinnon. To them were born nine children. They were 
Daniel Murdock.(¥-3-1846), Martha Ann (10-10-1847), John Evander 
(7-17-1849), Duncan Alexander (10-22-1851), Nancy Floveita (4-4-1854) 
Angus Rodveck (2-18-1856), William Luachlin (12-30-1860), Edward A, 
(4-6-1862) and Frances Murdock (3-18-1864). All children were born 
in Bullock County, Alabama. 

At the age of 21, John Evander and two brothers, Ed and Angus, 

came on horseback to Portland, where they worked for McCombs at 
Thebes for 3-4 years. After John saved enough he bought a 320 

acre farm at what became the community of Mist. His sister, Martha 
Ann, and her husband, Archie Wilkerson, came to Arkansas after their 
marriage in 1872. The brothers were Duncan, Angus and Edward and 
they all became farmers in that area. 


John and his sons farmed together until they were grown and found other 
work. He also operated a general store at Mist from 1902 until it 
burned in 1909, 


I told you about my Dad named Charles. He had a brother named Ed 
who came to Parkdale in 1920 as a rual mail carrier and stayed in 
that position until his death in 1937 from a ruptured appendix. 

Ed attended school at Wilmar for his high school education. He 
married Maggie Terry Collier 1-4-1911 in Snyder. She was the 
daughter of Thomas Anderson and Mary Octavia Terry Collier and they 
lived at Chattanooga, TN at that time. They met when Maggie visited 
her aunt who lived near the McMillans at Mist. Thomas Anderson was 
born May 30, 1855 and was the first white child born in™ 

Comanche County Texas. 


One of Daddy's sisters, Brooxye lived her entire life on Pine Prairie 
in Mist and Promise Land. She married Prentis Smith and they had 4 
children. Max,(1-11-14, Margaret Irene (Moore) 6-17-17, James Roy 
5-1-19, and Bruce Aubrey 12-31-22. They were descendants of a strong 
and rugged people who came to the US from the British Isles and Western 
Europe. Prentis and Brooxye were farmers. The land was not 

fertile, however, the yield from the principle crops of cotton, corn, 
potatoes and peanuts was reasonably good. As the row crops required 
intensive hand labor, the children learned the meaning of work 

at an early age. They also grew sorghum and sugar cane which was 
processed in a mill. Hog killing time was an annual ritual. Brooxye's 
brother, Angus, a big and powerful Scotsman, entertained everyone with 
tall tales and exhibitions of strength. They also operated a dairy 
for several years selling milk, cream and butter over a route from Snyder 
to Hamburg. They took over the farm when John Evander retired.
